U.S. Tells Reds 
Guard Is Up, 
Hand Is Out 


LBJ Opens Door 
To East-West 
Negotiations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - P res­ 
ident Johnson has told the Com­ 
munist world on the 15th anni­ 
versary 
of NATO s founding, 
that the United States is ready 
to settle differences that sepa­ 
rate East and West. 
“ Our guard is up, but our 
hand is out,” the President de­ 
clared Friday as he blended 
conciliation with firmness in a 
nationwide address that evident­ 
ly was keyed as much for for­ 
eign as home consumption. 
“ We must be alert to any 
hope of stable settlement with 
those who have made vigilance 
essential,” Johnson said. 
“ In 
particular, we must be alive to 
the new spirit of diversity now 
abroad in Eastern Europe.” 
At another point, the President 
struck 
this 
note 
again, 
that 
Washington does not view all 
Communist nations alike and 
that it is alive to the opportuni­ 
ty of taking advantage of the 
differences. 
“ We did not make the Iron 
Curtain,” he said. “ We did not 
build the wall. Gaps in the cur­ 
tain are welcome, and so are 
holes in the wall, whenever they 
are not hedged by traps.” 
Johnson spoke on the eve of 
the 15th anniversary of the sign­ 
ing of the North Atlantic Treaty 
which bound together 15 West­ 
ern nations in an anti-Commu­ 
nist 
military 
alliance 
that 
stretches from Turkey to Nor­ 
way. 
Standing before a bank of flags 
In the White House E ast Room, 
the President said that since 
1949 the 
Communist 
“danger 
has receded, but it has not dis­ 
appeared.” The same 15 years, 
be said, have witnessed “the 
longest upward surge of eco­ 
nomic growth that our Atlantic 
world has ever known.” 
“ We have done well,” he said 
in summation, but added: “The 
temptation to relax m ust always 
be resisted.” 
"Tie United States is commit­ 
ted to its European allies, John* 
aon said. “ We, for our part, will 
never turn back to separated 
insecurity.”

lime Not 
Always Helpful 
To Lawns 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

Agriculture 
Many Ohio homeowners dam­ 
age their lawns by “feeding” 
them lime. 
Lime applications can great­ 
ly improve the growth a n d 
appearance 
' lawn grasses. 
But when not needed they can 
cause trouble, say Ohio State 
Universe. Extension special­ 
ists. 
The only way to get an accu­ 
rate test to determine if lawns 
need lime is to take a sample of 
the soil to your county Extension 
toffice. 
Specialists say Ohio soils have 
great variations in native lime 
contents. 
Soils 
are naturally 
high in lime west of a line from 
Sandusky to Columbus and Chil­ 
licothe, and north of a line from 
Chillicothe to Hamilton. South 
and east of these lines soils are 
acid unless they have been lim­ 
ed. 
• o • 
LAWN fertilization practices 
greatly affect the need for lime, 
the specialists say. For exam­ 
ple, when one p o u n d of nitro­ 
gen is applied as ammonium 
sulfate, five pounds of lime are 
required to maintain the soil 
reaction (acidity or alkalinity) 
at a given level. 
Thus, if, the fertilization pro­ 
gram includes three pounds of 
nitrogen from ammonium sul­ 
fate per 1,000 square feet every 
year, it would be necessary to 
apply 30 pounds of lime per 1,- 
000 square feet every two years 
to prevent the soil from becom­ 
ing acid. Other nitrogen fertili­ 
zers require the use of differ­ 
ent amounts of lime.

First aid treatment is applied 
to our bodies occasionally when 
we get scratches, burns, cuts, 
stains and o t h e r blemishes. 
Have you ever thought of apply­ 
ing first aid to your furniture

Only complete refinishing can 
be guaranteed to restore the ori­ 
ginal appearance of wood fur­ 
niture that has 
accumulated 
scratches and other blemishes. 
professional job might be 
quite expensive and a do-it-your­ 
self one is quite laborious. 
Maybe a little first aid could 
save your furniture and money. 
There are many different types 
of finishes on various kinds of 
wood. So no one remedy can be 
a cure-all for every problem. 
When the blemish has not 
penetrated the finish, a simple 
application of wax or cream pol­ 
ish will sometimes hide the 
mark. If not, try applying a 
paste wax with 3-0 steel wool, 
rubbing gently with the grain, 
then polish. If the blemish still 
shows, try various tips. But first 
remove the wax with a cloth 
saturated with naptha, then wipe 
dry with a clean cloth. 
The oil from a Brazil nut, 
black walnut or butternut may 
provide enough coloring to hide 
a minor scratch. Break the nut 
meat in half and rub well into 
the blemish. Rubbing the mark 
with linseed oil also may help. 
Try coloring the blemish with 
brown crayon. 
Or use wax

sticks made especially for fur­ 
niture in wood tones. Fill th e 
scratch with wax and rub in 
well with your finger. 
Use paste shoe polish in the 
brown shade. Apply with a cot­ 
ton - tipped toothpick, rubbing 
carefully on the blemish, then 
buff dry. If the color is darker 
than the wood tone, erase with 
naptha. 
Black shoe polish can be used 
to touch up scratches on black 
lacquered wo o d. 
Remember 
that the polish will provide a 
shine when it is buffed, so the 
repaired area could be notice­ 
able if the furniture has a dull 
finish. 
Use new iodine to conceal 
scratches on red • finished ma­ 
hogany. Use iodine that has 
turned dark brown with age for 
brown or cherry mahogany. For 
maple, dilute iodine about 50 
per cent with denatured alcohol. 
Many white spots or rings on 
wood furniture can be remov­ 
ed. But the success of the treat­ 
ment depends on the amount of 
damage and the cause. 
Rub blemish with cigarette or 
cigar ashes, using cloth dipped 
in wax, lubricating oil vegetable 
shortening, lard or salad oil. 
Wipe off immediately and re­ 
wax. 
For a white spot you may also 
try rottenstone which can be 
purchased at a paint or hard­ 
ware store. Rub rottenstone or 
table salt on blemish with cloth 
dipped in any of the lubricants 
listed above.

That favorite old apple tree of 
your c h i l d h o o d years just 
doesn’t fit into the typical back­ 
yard of today. 
So apple lovers are turning 
their attention to dwarf trees. 
Many varieties, some new, 
can now be purchased from 
nurseries. 
A truly dwarf apple tree is 
one that is propagated on a spe­ 
cific type of rootstock, says El­ 
don S. Banta, extension fruit 
specialist at Ohio State Univer 
sity. The most common one in 
this country is known as the 
Mailing IX rootstock. Most var 
ieties grown on this rootstock 
grow to be only one fourth to 
one third the size of a standard 
tree. 
Trees on Mailing IX rootstock 
usually begin to flower when 
only two or three years old. 
They may even set a few fruits 
at this age. 
• * • 
BY THE TIME they reach 
four and five years of age, sev 
eral fruits per tree can be ex­ 
pected. When mature, at six to 
eight years and o l d e r , they 
may produce from two to four 
bushels of apples per tree per 
year. 
The quantity of fruit harvest­ 
ed from any one tree will de 
pend upon its ultimate size and 
will vary from variety to varie 
ty, according to the fruit spec 
ialist. 
Dwarf apple trees may be set 
as close as IO feet apart. Mulch 
ing young ones is desirable. You

Corn planting rates that end 
after a 15 to 20 per cent fa­ 
tality, with 16 to 20,000 plants 
per acre, generally result in 
maximum yields of an adapted 
full season hybrid. 
O t h e r 
research has also 
shown early maturing hybrids 
can be planted at higher plant 
population than h y b r i d s re­ 
quiring nearly the full season 
for maturity. 
Tests conducted in Nebraska 
show that corn yields in drilled 
plots (50-inch rows) were 
in 
creased 18.6 b u s h e l s over 
checked (40 by 40) and 7.3 bush­ 
els over hill droped (20 by 40) 
planting methods. 
Yield advantages of drilled 
cora was largely due to fewer 
barren plants and at the lower 
populations by a greater num­ 
ber of double eared plants.

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP)— 
The nation’s second presidential 
primary, the Wisconsin test next 
Tuesday, finds Democrats in a 
family fight and Republicans in 
a position to help decide the 
winner. 
The Democratic clash could 
reach out to touch the programs 
and prestige of President John­ 
son, even though he is not per­ 
sonally entered in the race and 
has not directly joined the cam­ 
paign. 
The President is represented 
by favorite-son candidate Gov. 
John W. Reynolds, who is being 
challenged by Alabama’s segre 
gationist Gov. George C. Wal 
lace. 
After a cautious start marked 
by reserved or hostile reception 
Wallace has increased the tem­ 
po of his drive and has been en 
thusiastically received in three 
of his latest stops. 
This was followed by an an­ 
nouncement from 
Washington 
Thursday night that Postmaster 
General John Gronouski, a for­ 
mer Wisconsin tax commission­ 
er, would join the campaign 
against Wallace with the approv­ 
al of Johnson. 
Wisconsin Republican reaction 
will be reflected in the vote to­ 
tals. 
State GOP leaders won the 
agreement of eight of the par­ 
ty’s presidential figures to skip 
the primary, in favor of an un­ 
committed national convention 
delegate slate headed by favor­ 
ite son, Rep. John W. Byrnes. 
Wisconsin voters are free to 
vote in either the Democratic or 
Republican 
races. 
Democrats 
are fearful that Republicans, 
with no contest of their own, 
will vote in the Democratic 
race. It has been the other way 
around in other years. 
Wallace has said his cam­ 
paign-centered on opposition to 
the pending civil rights bill— 
was “going good.” 
“ Everybody’s against me but 
the people,” he said. 
His string of warm receptions 
began Wednesday night when he 
took his campaign into a Polish- 
American neighborhood in Mil­ 
waukee and was greeted by a 
turnaway crowd.

Brown said today his mail is 
running 8-1 in favor of his sena­ 
torial campaign stand against 
the civil rights bill pending in 
Congress. 
Brown created a stir on the 
Ohio political front by asserting 
the measure backed by his op­ 
ponent for the Republican U. 
S. senatorial nomination, Con- 
gressman-at-Large Robert Taft 
Jr., would do more to destroy 
rights than to protect them. 
Racial groups announced dis­ 
pleasure over his stand but 
Brown said he has yet to notice 
any definite shift in sentiments 
expressed by letter writers as 
a result. 
“The volume of letters has 
picked up to about 20 a day 
and is gaining,” Brown said. 
Burt Haddad, Cleveland ac­ 
countant handling Brown’s cam­ 
paign in that area, reported 
about the same volume and di­ 
vision of sentiment in letters re­ 
ceived there. 
Brown displayed letters divid­ 
ed into those directed to his 
stand against the civil rights 
bill, uncontrolled international­ 
ism, wasteful foreign aid and 
concessions to Cuba and Pana­ 
ma. 
So far Brown has attempted 
to answer all letters and cards, 
many of them obviously written 
laboriously. 
One of the most painstakingly 
penned letters was from a Co­ 
lumbus Negro. 
“Sir,” the letter said, “I am 
sorry to hear that you are 
against this civil rights act that 
was passed by the House. 
“Negroes did not ask to be 
brought to the new country. All 
the Negro gained from being 
brought here is misery and sor­ 
row and a heavy burden of 
hate, discrimination and preju­ 
dice.” 
Brown replied that he strong­ 
ly favors adequate legislation to 
protect the civil rights of all 
citizens regardless of color or 
religion. He cited Ohio’s public 
accommodations and fair em­ 
ployment practices laws but 
added: 
“The bill before the Senate 
would destroy more rights than 
it would protect.” 
He said he will issue a state­ 
ment early next week spelling 
out in detail his objections to 
the bill. 
And he will speak from the 
same platform with Taft Monday 
at a Mansfield dinner sponsor 
ed by the Republican commit 
tee there. 
Excerpts from various letters 
identified only by the town of 
origin follow: 
Milan—“We oppose discrimin 
ation and approve of our state’s 
laws in this field. On the other 
hand we feel federal compul­ 
sion is equally abhorrent.” 
Dayton—“We admire you for 
your courage in taking your 
stand against the so-called civil 
rights bill.” 
Columbus—“As a life - long 
member of the Democratic par­ 
ty, 
although never voting a 
straight Democratic ticket, I 
wish to assure you of my sup­ 
port and many others I have 
talked to about you.” 
Athens—“I can assure you 
that the railroad men in Ohio 
will back you with their votes.” 
Lakeside—“Many of us ‘con­ 
servative squares,’ are glad to 
take the title in this day of 
pinkish liberalism, and are de­ 


lighted that we shall have the 
opportunity in May to cast our 
ballots for you.” 
Montpelier — “Admire your 
stand on the United Nations and 
Cuba.” 
Lakewood — “ People are so 
sick and tired of this civil 
rights situation that I am sure 
it could defeat those candidates 
who are known to support it.” 
A letter from Columbus put it 
this way: “I have absolutely no 
racial prejudice . . . but I know 
that the white race is the su­ 
perior race.” 
A writer identifying himself 
as a Lakewood preacher said:

Health Hazards Described 


Teen-Age Smoking Subject 
Of Cancer Society Survey 


Why do teen-agers take up 
cigarette 
smoking? 
Why 
do 
some youngsters begin smoking 
even before they reach the teen­ 
age group? 
This has been a matter of 
concern to the American Can­ 
cer Society ever since ciga­ 
rette smoking was establish­ 
ed as a major cause of the 
great increase in deaths from 
lnng cancer, according to Dar­ 
rel Hatfield, president of the 
Pickaway Unit. The Society 
has learned from studies and 
interviews some of the ans­ 
wers to the “whys.” 
One study of 11,060 boys and 
10,920 girls, all teen-age stu­ 
dents, showed: 
1. The percentage of smokers 
is highest among children of 
families in which both parents 
smoke cigarettes; lowest in fam- 
lies in which n e i t h e r par­ 
ent smoked, and intermediate in 
families in which only one par­ 
ent smoked. 
2. Smoking behavior of boys 
tends to conform more closely 
to that of the father, while 
smoking behavior of girls fol-

“There is tremendous pres­ 
sure on teen-agers to smoke. 
There are so many influences 
in the environment that smoking 
is a nice habit —- a mature hah 
it.” 
It isn’t valid to argue against 
s m o k i n g when your parents 
smoke; 
when they tell you, 
don’t smoke’ and then light up 
a cigarette.” 
Based on these facts, along 
with knowledge that 75 per­ 
cent of all lung cancer deaths 
could be prevented if people 
did not smoke, the Society in 
1960 launched a teen • age 
smoking program. 
The program was geared to 
reach all secondary s c h o o l 
students in the country w i t h 
facts about lung cancer and 
cigarette smoking, and to dis­ 
courage teen-agers from taking 
up smoking and to encourage 
those who have already begun 
to stop smoking. 
The Society, according to Hat­ 
field, “felt it was a good idea 
for teenagers to take a l o n g 
look at the facts and to think 
them over carefully.” A b o u t 
half of the nation’s secondary 
schools in the country have been 
involved in the p r o g r a m so 
far. 
♦ * * 
NATIONWIDE,

added, 
more than 4,000,000 copies of a 
teen - age leaflet, “Shall I 
Smoke?” has been distributed. 
In 1962, the Society added an­ 
other pamphlet to its teenage 
educational materials — “ Ans­ 
wering the Most - Often - Asked 
Q u e s t i o n s About Ciragette 
Smoking and Lung Cancer.” So 
far the booklet has reached a 
circulation of more than 20,000. 
“With the success of the teen­ 
age program of imposing one,” 
Hatfield said, “the Society mov­ 
ed into two other educational 
levels — the college-age group 
and the elementary school level 
for pupils in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades.” 
The Society appealed to some 
1,600 
university 
and 
college 
presidents 
to discourage 
the 
promotion of cigarettes on uni­ 
versity and college campuses. 
It was held that promotion of 
cigarettes on campuses “result­ 
ed in advertising appeal to the 
very age group which the Socie­ 
ty is most anxious to prevent 
from being subject to the per­ 


suasion to smoke. 
Some colleges and college 
newspapers 
began 
dropping 
cigarette promotion. In mid­ 
summer of 1963, it was an­ 
nounced that most of the maj­ 
or 
cigarette 
manufacturers 
had decided to stop advertis­ 
ing in 
college 
newspapers, 
magazines, football programs 
and the like. 
When it was determined that 
many youngsters in the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades took 
up smoking, the Society began 
distributing a film strip, “I’ll 
Choose the High Road,” produc­ 
ed jointly by the Society and its 
Minnesota Division, and a leaf­ 
let “I’ll Choose the High Road 
— By Not Starting to Smoke” 
for use as an educational tool 
in the nation’s primary schools. 
Directed toward sixth, seventh 
and eight g r a d e r s , the leaf­ 
let says: “Which road for you?

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — City 
officials have promised to *'ght 
a civil rights suit resulting from 
the airest of a newspaper re ­ 
porter at the scene of a fire. 
Hie suit, filed Thursday by 
the Dayton Daily News, named 
as 
defendants 
City 
Manager 
Herbert A. Starick. Safety Di­ 
rector Charles W. Horlacher, 
Law Director Herbert S. Beane, 
Police Chief Lawrence Caylor 
and three other m em bers of the 
police force. 
It alleges that the civil rights 
of Harry Kennedy Jr., Daily 
News reporter, were violated by 
his arrest March 2 at a fire in 
Dayton’s 
Beckel Hotel. 
“ We 
sure will contest it,” 
Beane said. 
Starick said officials were not 
surprised that the suit was fil­ 
ed. “They indicated that unless 
we withdrew the charges against 
Kennedy they would file this 
suit. We do not feel the charges 
should be withdrawn ” 
Kennedy w’as 
charged with 
disorderly conduct, resisting a r­ 
rest and obstructing officers in 
their duty. 
The newspaper seeks in the 
action to enjoin the city of Day­ 
ton from preventing the use of 
streets for “purpose of investi­ 
gating and reporting a fire when 
use . . . does not interfere with 
or jeopardize the activities of 
the departm ent.” 
Kennedy has filed a $27,500 
damage suit against Police Sgt. 
Virgil N. Reek and patrolman 
Fred B. Watts, charging false 
arrest and assault. 
Watts and Reek also were 
named in the newspaper’s civil 
rights suit which was filed in 
U.S. District Court here.

His new attack on the Red 
Chinese Friday coincided with 
Pravda’s publication in Moscow 
of a violent condemnation of

The Soviet leader, speaking at 
a rally on the eve of the 19th 
anniversry of Hungary’s libera­ 
tion by Soviet troops, assailed

blood pressure were still hold­ 
ing the line. 
Doctors also reported that the 
general’s body chemistry had 
improved, indicating that the 
emergency technique to draw 
poisonous waste products from 
the blood wras working. 
But the report that the gen­ 
eral—after three m ajor opera­ 
tions and 13 days in critical 
condition—has shown signs of 
falling into a coma came as a 
surprise. The 6 p.m. announce­ 
m ent had followed a morning 
report indicating that the gen­ 
eral’s decline had halted. 
A coma in aged patients is a 
frequent forerunner of death. 
There was no such indication 
from doctors at the Army’s Wal­ 
ter Reed General Hospital. They 
said tersely: 
“Gen. 
Douglas 
MacArthur 
shows signs of entering a peace­ 
ful com a.” 
There was also no indication 
from the doctors as to the cause 
of the coma. To bring a patient 
out of coma, doctors must treat 
the cause, which covers a wide 
spectrum of possibilities from 
poisoning to shock. 
A coma is defined as a state 
of 
deep 
unconsciousness 
in 
which the patient does not re ­ 
spond to outside stimuli. 
Doctors usually apply some 
mildly painful pressure to evoke 
a response from a patient sus­ 
pected of falling into coma. 
Also Friday, the doctors is­ 
sued details of the general’s vi­ 
tal signs and these were not too 
far off from earlier, more nor­ 
mal figures. The blood pressure 
was down only slightly, and the 
heart rate was up to 96 beats 
a minute, against an earlier 
heart rate of 80 a minute.
